or do not extend support to its philosophy and 
methods. It has been inciting the people in 
generalagainst the Union of India and the Consti 
tution of India , Committing murders of selected 
individuals refusing to fall in line or the dictates 
of ULFA (Annexure V conta’ins the names of as 
many as 32 such persons),dacoities and robberies 
and looting banks. It has also been intimidating 
and kidnapping people in general and extorting 
money from affluent section of the society . 


From the evidence on the record the Tribunal 
is satisfied that there was sufficient cause for 
declaring ULFA to be an unlawful association 
by Notification No. S .O . 915 (E ) dated 27th 
November, 1990 under Section 3 (1) of the Act. 
Consequently the declaration made by the Go 
vernment of India in the said Notification is hereby 
confirmed .
